BALTIC AND ATLANTIC 
WILL BE “MARRIED” 


‘IN NEW. YORK BAY 


New York, June 1. 

For the first time in recorded 
history, the Baltic Sea. will be 
officially united in “marriage” to 
the American sido.of the Atlantic, 
in solemn ceremonies jn Upper 
New York Bay, when the new 
Gdynia America motor liner 
Batory arrives here on her 
maiden voyage, May 27. 

Tn a allver urn, the new Polish 
ship will carry the Baltic water, 
which is to be mingled with that.of 
New York Harbour, according to an 
ancient Sinvic tradition, Also fig-

A large delegation of Poles in mo- 
torboats and canoes (kajaki) came 
all the way from the Baltic to Con- 
stanza. The head of the Polish 
group handed a goblet of Baitic 
water to King Carol, of Rumanla, 
as a token from the city of 
Gdynia to the city of Constanza, 
to symbolize the tle between the 
two seas and between Polund and 
Rumania. King Carot himself 
poured the ‘water form the goblet 
Into the Black Sea. This rite is 
slmilar to the mediacval custom of 
the annual “Marrlage of the Adri- 
atic” by the Doge of Venice. ‘ 
“The New York ceremony, from 
the decle of the Batory, will sim- 
jlarly -serve to symbolize the good 
will between Poland and the United 
States," declares Roman Kutylow- 
skl, resident director of the Gdynin 
America Line.

FILIPINO SELLS . 
‘HIRED FURNITURE 


LARCENY CHARGE AT 
_. KOWLOON 


A Filipino, Raymond Filler, aged 
29, unemployed, of No. 22 Nga Tsin 
Road, appeared before. Mr, 
Macfadyen, at.the.Kowloon Magis- 
tracy this morning on charges of 
larceny .of furniture and failing to 
report his change of address, In con- 
travention of the Registration of 
Persons Ordinance, 

Defendant was charged with steal- 
ing a sidebonrd, a dintng table, four 
chnirg, a sofa, a dressing table, bed 
and two ensy chairs, the property of 
Wu - Leung, master ‘of the Cheong 
King furniture shop, No. 318 Nathan 
Road. He was alsa charged with 
failing to report hls change of ad- 
dress on May 24, being an alicn. 

Before proceeding with the case, 
Detective-Inspector A. H. ‘Elston 
asked leave to add a bed and-two 
easy choirs to the property ‘stolen. 

Defendant pleaded that he: had 
hired the furniture. He had paid his 
rent regularly until two months 
ugo, when his father had not sent 
He was 
then tempted to sell the furniture, 
but) he now expressed hia deep 
regret nt having done 80, Regarding 
the second charge, he Was so wurricd 
over. what he had done, that he for- 
got to notify the police of his change 
of address. . 

Defendant added that his wife had 
died eight months ago, and he was 
how pleading fer a chance on beholt 
of his motherlcess five-year-old son. 
He asked that he be given time to 
pay the people back for the furniture, 
as he was expecting to hear from his 
father, to whom he had° written 
directly after he had committed his 
offence, He also allfeged that he had 
drawn up an agreement with the 
person to‘whom he had sold the 
furniture, to hold it back until he 
could re-purchase the. furniture. 
Defendant had been earning a living 
leaching dancing privately. 


SALE OF FURNITURE 


Inspector Elston sald that defend- 
ant hired the furniture from = com- 
plainant on November 15 last year, 
The furniture worth $220, De- 
fendant Immediately set about selling, 
it and had furniture men in to value 
the property, but he wanted: too 
much. Five dollars a month had 
been paid the furniture men. On 
May © this year, defendant's landlord 
approached him and asked for his 
rent, but defendant sold him a 
Chesterfield suite instend for $5. On 
May, 16, he sold the rest of the pro- 
perty to no second furniture dealer 
for $38 plus commission and trans- 
port. A receipt was given which 
was not stumped, Defendant then 
disappeared from his address. 

From the proceeds of the sale of 
the furniture, defendant pald another 
instalment on the «furniture.. He 
thud = paid a total of «$58, and had 
signed an agreement to pay $14 a

LIVES AT SEA, DEAD 


FORMER COMMANDER OF OLD 


OCEAN LINER MAURETANIA 


Southampton, May 30.. 

Captain §. G.'S. McNeil, former 
commander of the Mauretania, 
died suddenly from a heart attack 
at his home at Woodlands, New. 
Forest, Hants, yesterday. He was 
within a faw days of his #ixty- 
fifth birthday, 

Captain MéNeil retired from 
the servico of the Cunard Line in 
June 1931 with a reputation for 
saving more people at'sen than 
anyone else afloat. He figured In 
four rescucs, and ‘vas Instrument- 
alin saving 620 lives, 

In 1905 ‘he saved the crow of 15 
of the Swedish barque Orton, 
which became derelict in mid- 
Atlantle when bound from Nova 
Scotin.. The captnin of. the vessel 
was killed by a falling spar. 

Thanks to his prompt assistance 
470 Naval - ratings were saved 
from H.MS. Majestic in May, 
1916, after the battleship had 
been torpedoed jn the Dardanelles,

FIRST STAFF CAPTAIN

Sailors normally, join. the Navy 
for a perlod of twelve’ years, at 
the.end of Which period they, may, 
if they desire, re-engage for a fur- 
ther period of elght years to com- 
plete time for pension, 

Thus, the men who were serving 
at the outbreak of war, and who 
were then over 18 years of age,-will 
be pensioned off within the next few 
months,

Are the moderate and ‘handicap | 


players to come into their own at 
last? Thelr lot may be improved 
considerably if suggestions made by 
the Lawn Tennis Assotiation are 
followed out, but the suggestions, 
particularly in the most important 
matter of seeded tournament draws, 
do not go far enough. At least a 
letter addressed to tournament seere- 
taries shows that the L.T.A. are aware 
that all is not.as it should be in the 
tournament world. F 

The letter, sent out by Mr. H. A. 
Sabelll, secretary of the Lawn Tennis 
Association, is divided into four sec 
tions, each dealing with the position 
of “medium and poor players’ who 
constitute the bulk of handicap 
entrics, but also help ‘to. swell the 
entry for open events, in fact, to use 
a cliche, are the backbone of the 
game, . 

The fourth section is the most im- 
portant, but also the weakest one. 
It touches on an artificial state of 
affairs brought in to tournaments by 
a regulation passed in 1929, the res- 
trictive seceding of the draw In level 
events to the number of four, and, 
while acknowledging that this “so 
far and no farther” ultimatum to the 
“medium and poor players” has had 
un undesirable cffect, holds out’ no 
hope that the state of affairs may be 
remedied. 

This seeding appeared desirable to 
certain Interests in, 1929, and hac 
been, In some Snstances, practised 
sub rosa. The same interests are now 
un- 
pleasant results in the form of fall- 
ing entries. 


' ENTRIES DISCOURAGED 


There Is no doubt that the reallsa- 
tion by a player of certain, so far.
